forty twohouſand.. three hundted.and threeſcore,, verf. .66.'a- 
mong whom the grandees or chief are:cxpreſſed by name, weſ. 7. 
and of thoſe I find-moſt honorable mentionof two above all the 
reſt , (25s ppon whoſe ſhoulders reſted the main of che work }, 
Nehemia and Zermbbabel; and therefore we ſhall inſiſt fomewhar 
upon both, as we meet with them recorded in ſacred ſtory.

From ſcoffs they proceed to ſecrer 
plots and force ofarms , * ver/..7, 8. But when Sanballat, and Tc 
biah, and the Arabians , and the Ammonites, and the Aſhaoties, 
heard , that the walls of Feruſalem were made up , and that the 
breaches began to be ſtopped, then they were very Wwroth, and con- 
. cived all of them together to come and to, fight againſt 7eruſalens
